in this behalf. The number of the course and the month of 
its commencement at the Academy and also the approximate 
number of vacancies to be offered for entry on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

2. Admission to the National Defence Acadamy will be 
made on the results of a written examination to he conducted 
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bv itic Union Public Service Commission, and an interview 
bv a Services Selection Board. 

3. Canijidates should indicate in the application form their 
order of preference if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service. One consideralion will be given to the prefer 
ence expressed by a candidate at the lime of his application 
hut the Government of India reserve the right to assign him 
to any Service or brunch of Service taking into consideration 
the vacancies available in each Service or branch and the 
aptitude of Ihe Candidate. 

Note I. — Sailors (including boys and artificer apprentices) 
of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy as their first 
preference. 

Note II. — Candidates who have applied for the Indian 
Navy Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets 
into the Indian Navv must exercise their final option before 
admission to the National Defence Academv course. After 
admission they will not be considered for Special Entry in 
the Navy. They will also not be permitted to appear for any 
interview or examination after admission to the Academv. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must be 
either :■ — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subfect of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subicct of Bhutan, or 

(d) a subiecl of Nepal, or 

(c) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, BuiTna Sri Tanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon) and the East African countries of Kenya. 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the Intention 
of permanently sellling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (d) and 

(e) abovf shall be a person in whose favour a_ certificate of 
eligibility has been issued by the Government of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not however be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are Oorkha siibricct of Nepal. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility Is 
necessary may bo admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be admitted to the Academy subject to 
the necessaiw certificate being given to him by the Govern- 
ment. 

Note. — A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule, 

5. CANDIDATES JVfUST BE PHYSICALLY FIT AC- 
CORDING TO THE PRESCRIBED PHYSICAL STAND- 

sARDS. THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FITNESS ARE 
SHOWN IN APPENDIX II To THE NOTIFICATION. 

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE 
rejected SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS 
CANDIDATES ARE THEREFORE ADVISED IN THEIR 
OWN INTERESTS TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXAMINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICA- 
TIONS TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL 
STAGE. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended 
by the ^rvlccs Selection Board will be medically examined 
by a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not 
declare fit by Ibe Medical Board will not bo admitted to the 
Academy. The very fact that the medical examination hB,s 
been carried otit by a Board of Service Doctors will not mean 
Or imply that the candidate has been finally selected. The 
pioccedings of the Medical Board arc confidential and cannot 
be divulged lo any one. The results of candidates declared 
unfit temporarily unfit arc intimated to them along with the 
procedure for submission of fitness certificate and appeal No 
request for the results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board. 

Candidates for the Army are advised in their own interest , 
that if their vision docs not come up to the standard they 
must bring with them their correcting glasses if and when 
called Ud for Services Selection Board Interviet^' /Medical 
Examination. 


6. Candidates must undertake not tb marry until thev com- 
plete their full training. A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his applicatioTi though successful at this or anv 
subsequent examination, will not be selected for training. A 
candidate who marries while in training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him 
bv the Government. 

7. A candidate for admission to the exanjjnation must have 
attained the age of 16 years and must not have attained the 
age of 18+ years on the first day of the month in which the 
course' at the Nationall Defence' Academy is due to commence, 
THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED. 

8. A candidate must have passed one of the following 
examinations : 

(i) Higher Secondary Examinalion of a Stale Education 
Boaid or of any University incorporated bv an Act 
of the Central or State Legislature in India or other 
educational Institutes established by an Act of 
Parliament or declared to be deemed as University 
Under-Section 3 of the University Grants Com- 
mission Act, 1956; 

(ii) Pre-Uni versitv Examination of any University in- 
corporated hy an Act of the Central or State 
legislature in India, or other educational Institutes, 
established by an Act of Parliament of declared to 
be deemed as Universities under Section 3 of the 
University Grants, Commission Act, 1956; 

(iii) Indian School Certificate Examination; 

(iv) Higher Secondary Examination of Shri Aurobindo 
International Centre of Education, pondcherry; 

(v) First year examination of the intermediate Course of 
a recognised Board pf Pdneation or a University 
incorporated by an Act of the Central or State 
Legislature in India, or other educational Institutes 
established by an Act of Parliament or declared to 
be deemed as Universities under Section 3 of the 
University Grants Commission Act, 1936; 

(vi) Rashtriya Indian Militajry College Diploma Exami- 
nation. 

(vii) I.A.F. Educational Test for promotion to the rank 
of Corporal conducted by Directorate of Education, 
Air Headquarters, New Delhi 

(viii) Qualifying Science Examination of Delhi University. 

Note 1. — A candidate who has apiwared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible lo appear at 
this examination but has not been informed of the result may 
apply for admission to the examination. A candidate who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply. Such candidates will be admitted to this examination, 
if otherwise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to 
be provisional and subject to cancellation if they do not pro- 
duce proof of having passed the examination as soon as 
possible, and in any case not later than a date which may be 
fixed by the Union Public Service Commission in this regard. 

Note 2 .- — ^In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate, who has not any of the 
qualifications prescribed in this rule as cducalionally qualified 
provided that he possessts; qualifications, the standard of 
which, in the opinion of the Commission, justifies his admis- 
sion 10 the examination, 

9. Candidates who are debarred by the Ministry of Defence 
from holding any tync of Commission in the Defence 
Services, shall not be eligible for admission to the examina- 
tion and if admitted their candidature will be cancelled. 

10. Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course at 
(he National Defence Academy but were removed therefrom 
for lack of officer like qualities or on disciplinary grounds 
will not lie admitted to the Academv. 

Candidates who were previously wlthdrawan from the 
National Defence Academy on medical grounds or left the 
ahovc Academv volimtarilv are, however, eligible for admis- 
sion to the Academv provided they satisfy the medical and 
other prescribed conditions. 

1 1 . The decision of the Commission as to the eligibllitv or 
otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 
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12. A (;tindidate who is or has been dccla.red by Ihe Com- 
jlmiision Riiiltv of impersonation or ol submiltinc labricalcd 

doeiiments or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which arc incorrect or false or of sup- 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
the examination or of using or attempting to use unfair means 
in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examina- 
tion hall may in addition to rendering himself liable to crimi- 
nal prosecution, be debarred either permanently or for a 
specified period • 

(a) bv the Commi.ision from admission to anv examina- 
tion or appearance at anv interview held bv the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(h) bv the Central Ciovernraent from employment under 
them. 

13. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disquality him. 
for admission. 

15. The examination will he conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix 1 to the Notification. 

16. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure t 
to the Commission's Notice. 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as fixed by the Commission in 
their discretion. Such candidates shall appear before a Ser- 
vices Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality Tests, 
where candidates for the Army/Navy will be a-ssessed in 
ollleer potentiality, and those for the Air Force in Pilot 
Aptitude and officer potentiality, The maximum marks ob- 
tainable at these te.sts are 900. 

To be acceptable candidates for the Army/Navy should 
secure the mininumi qualifying marks separately in (i) 
written examination, and (ii) officer potentiality tests, as fixed 
by the Commission in their discretion, and candidates for 
the Air Force should secure the minimum qualifying marks 
separately in (i) written examination^ (ii) officer potentiality 
test, and (iii) Pilot Aptitude Test, as fixed by the Commission 
in their discretion. Subject to these canditions, the qualified 
candidates will then he placed in the final order of merit on 
the basis of total marks secured by them in the written exa- 
mination. and the Services Selection Board Tests in two sepa- 
rate lists — one for the Army and the Navy and the other for 
the Air Force. The names of candidates who qualify for all 
the Services will appear in both the Merit Li,sls. The final 
selection for admission to the Army and Naval Wings of the 
National Defence Academy will be made in order of merit 
lip to the number of vacancies available from the order of 
merit list for the Army and the Navy and for the Air Force 
Wing from the order of merit list for the Air Force subject 
to medical fitnes.s and snitability in all other respect. The 
candidates who are common to bolh the merit lists will be 
considered for selection from bolh the lists with reference to 
their order of preferences and in the event of their final 
selection from one list, their names will he cancelled from 
the other list. 

N.B.— EVERY CANDIDATE FOR THE AIR FORCE IS 
GIVEN PIT OT APTITUDE TEST ONLY ONCE, THE 
GRADE SECURED BY HIM AT THE. FIRST TEST WILL 
THEREFORE HOLD GOOD FOR EVERY SUBSEQUENT 
INTERVIEW HE HAS WITH THE AIR FORCE 
SELECTION HOARD. A CANDIDATE WHO FAILS IN 
THE FIRST PILOT APTITUDE TEST CANNOT APPIY 
FOR ADMISSION TO THE NATIONAL DEFENCE ACA- 
DEMY EXAMINATION FOR THE AIR FORCE WING 
OR GENERAL DUTIES (PILOTS) BRANCH OR NAVAL 
AIR ARM. 

Candidates who have been given the Pilot Aptitude Test for 
any previous N.D. A, course should submit their applications 
for this' examinntion fov the Air Force Wing only if they have 
been notified as having qualified in Pilot Aptitude Test. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and tindeigo the test there at their own ri.sk and will not 
be entitled to claim any conipen.sation or other relief from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
m the course of or as a result of any of the tcst,s given to 
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them at the Servicc.s Selection Board, whether due to the 
negligence of any person or otherwise. Parents or gnardians 
of the candidates will be required to sign a certificate to this 
effect on the form appended to the application. Candidates 
when called for interview by a Service Selection Board or 
for medical examination or for subsequent training will be 
eligible for travelling allowance in accordance with the rules 
then in force. Candidates who have previously been before 
a Services Selection Board for the same type of Commission 
arc not entitled to travelling allowance when called up for 
Services Selection Board interview or Medical Examination 
on subsequent occasions. 

18. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the. 
lesiilf. 

19. Success in the examination confers no righi of admis- 
sion to the Academy. A candidate must satisfy the appoint- 
ing authority that he is siiilbale in all respccls for admission 
to the Academy. 

20. Candidates linally selected will undergo a three-year 
course at the National Defence Academy. After this three 
year training the successful candidates will undergo further 
specialists training for the Service for which they may be 
selected. While at the National Defence Academy, cadets 
will be subjected to the discipline of the Academy. Brief 
particulars of the training and of the Services are given in 
Appendix III to the Notification. 

21. Immediately after the selected candidalc.s join the Aca- 
demy, a preliminary examination will be held in the following 
subjects : — 

(a) English; 

(b) Mathematics; 

(c) Science; 

(d) Hindi. 

The standard of the examination in the subjects, at (a), 
(b) and (c) will not be higher than that of the Higher 
Secondary Examination of an Indian University or Board 
of Higher Secondary Education. The paper in the subject 
at (d) is intended to test the standard altained by the candi- 
date in Hindi at the time of joining the Academy. 

Candidates are. therefore, advised not to neglect tbeir 
studies after the competitive examination. 

22. Before a candidate join.s the Academy, the parent or 
guardian will be required to sign : 

(a) a cerlificate to the effect that he fully understands 

that he or his son or ward shall not he entitled to 
claim any compensation or other relief from the 
Government in respect of any injury which his son 
or ward may sustain in the course of or as a result 
of the training or where bodily infirmity or death 
results in the course of or as a result of a surgical 
operation performed upon or anaesthesia adminis- 
tered to him for the Irealmcnt of any injury received 
as aforesaid or otherwise. 

(b) A bond to the effect that if for any rca.sons con- 
sidered within Ihc control of the candidate he wishes 
to withdraw before the completion of the course or 
fails to accept a commission, if offered, he will be 
liable to refund the whole or such portion of the 
cost of tuition, food, clothing and pay and allow- 
ances received as may he decided upon by Govern- 
ment. 

23. The cost of training including accommodation, books, 
uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne by 
the Government. Parents or guardians of cadets will, how- 
ever. be required to meet their pocket and other private 
expenses. Normally these expenses arc not likely to exceed 
R.s. 40.00 p.m. IP in any case a cadct’.s parent or guardian 
is unable lo meet wholly or partly even Ibis expenditure 
financial a.ssistancc np to Rs. 40.00 p.in. for the 1st and 2nd 
years, Rs. 4,5.00 p.m. for the 3rd year training at NDA and, 
Rs. 55.00 p.m. for further specialist (raining in Army/Navy/ 
Air Force Training Establishments, may be granted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
income of Rs. 350.00 p.m. or above would he eligible for 
the .grant of the financial assistance. The immovable pro- 
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pcvty und other tissets and income iroin all sources are also 
taken into acconnl for determinin}; the elifttbility for financial 
assistance. 

The parent/snardian of a candidate desirous of havine 
any financial assistance shoidd immediately after his son/ 
ward having been finally selected for training at the National 
Defence Academy submit an application through the District 
Magistrate of his IDistrict who will forward the application 
with his recommendation to the Commandant. National 
Defence Academy, KHARAKVASLA. 

24. Candidates finally selected for training at the Academy 
will be required to deposit the following amount with the 
Commandant, National Defence Academy, on arrival there. 

(a) Pocket allowance for five months at 

Rs. 40.00 per month . . Rs. 200.00 

(b) For items of clothing and equipment 

Rs. 650.00 


Total . . Rs. 850,00 

Out of the amount mentioned above the following amount 
is refundable to the cadets in the event of financial aid being 
sanctioned to them ;

25. The following scholarships arc tenable at the National 
Defence Academy. 

(1) PARSHURAM RHAU PATWARDHAN Scholar- 
.ship. — This .scholarsliip is granted to boys who belong to 
MAHARASHTRA AND KARNATAK and whose parent’s 
income is between Rs, 350.00 and 500.00 per month from 
all sources. The value of the scholarship is equal to the 
Government financial assistance. It is admi.ssile for the 
duration of a Cadet’s stay in the National Defence Academy 
and other Pre-commission training establishments subject to 
the Cadet’s good conduct and satisfactory progress in the 
training and his parent’s income remaining below the pi-es- 
cribed limit. Cadets, who are granted this scholarship will 
not he entitled to any other financial assistance from the 
Government, 

(2) COl.ONHL KENDAl. FRANK MEMORIAL Scholar- 
ship, — ’I'his scholarship is of the value of Rs. 360.00 per 
annum and is awarded to a MARATH.A cadet who should 
be the son of an ex-serviceman. The scholarship is in 
addition to any financial ns.sistance from the Government. 

(3) KUFR SINGH MEMORIAL .Scholarships. — Two 
cholarships are uw'ardcd to two cadets who obtain the 
highest position amongst ejindidates from HIHAR. The value 
of each scholarship is Rs. 37.00 per mensem tenable for a 
maximum period of 4 years during the training at the 
National Defence Academy, Kharakvasla and thereafter at 
the Indian Military Academy Dehra Dun and (he Air Force 
Flying Ccllcge and Naval Academy Cochin where the cadets 
may be sent for training on completion of their training at 
the National Defence Academy. The scholarship will, how- 
ever, be continued subject to making good progress at the 
above institutions, 

(4) ASSAM OOVEIRNMENT vScholarships.- -Two scholar- 
ships will be awarded to the cadets from ASSAM. The value 
of each scholarship is Rs. 30.00 per mensem and is tenable 
for the duration of a cadet’s stay at the National Defence 
Academy, The scholarships will be awarded to the two best 
cadets from ASSAM without any reference to the income 
of their parents. The cadets who arc gi’anted this .scholar- 
.ship will not be entitled to any other financial assistance from 
the Government, 

(5) UTTAR PRADESH GOVr^RNMENT Scholarships.-- 
Two scholarships each of the value of Rs. 30.00 per month 
and an outfit. stipend of Rs. 400.00 are awarded to two-cadets 
who belong to UTTAR PRADESH on merit-cum-raeans basis 
and are tenable for a period of three years subject to satis- 
factory performance by the cadets at National Defence 
Academy. Cadets who are granted these Scholarships are 
not entitled to any other financial assistance from Govern- 
ment, 

(6) KERALA GOVERNMENT Scholarship. — -One scho- 
larship of the annual value of Rs. 360.00 is awarded for each 
fourse at the National Defence Academy during the entire 


period of training by KERALA State Government to the 
students who secure admission to the Academy after passing 
out from the Rashtriya Indian Military College, Dehra Dun 
and who have been domiciled in the Slate of KERALA. 
This scholarship is awarded to a cadet who is not eligible lor 
Government of India assistance and whose parent or guardian 
has a monthly income below Rs. 500.00 per mensem. 

(7) BIHARl EAl. MANDAKINl Prize.— This is a cash 
prize of Rs. 500.00 available for the best BENGALI boy in 
each Course of the Academy. Application forms are avail- 
able with the Commandant, National Defence Academy. 

(8) ORIS.SA GOVERNMENT Scholarships.— Three scho- 
larships, one for the Arm, one for the Navy and the other 
for the Air Force of the value of Rs. 80.00 each per month 
will be awarded by the Government of Orissa to the cadets 
who are permanent residents of the State of ORISSA. Two 
of these scholarships will be awarded on the basis of merit- 
cum-means of the cadets whose parent’s or guardian’s income 
does not exceed Rs. 5,000 per annum and the other one will 
be given to the best cadet irrespective of his parent’s or 
guardian’s income. 

(9) WEST BENGAL GOVERNMENT scholarships,—

(11) HIMACHAL PRADESH GOVERNMENT Scholar- 
ships. — Four scholarships will be awarded to cadets from 
HIMACHAL PRADESH. The value of each scholarship is 
Rs. 30.00 per month during the first two years of training 
and Rs. 40,00 per month during the third year of training. 
These scholarships will be avaliable to those cadets whose 
parents income is below Rs. 500.00 per month. Tno cadet 
in receipt of financial assistance from the Government will 
be eligible for tlii,s scholarship. 

Terms and conditions governing these scholarships are 
obtainable from the Commandant, National Defence Aca- 
demy, KHARAKVASALA.

2. it wiJl, however, be ensured that : — 

(aj, there is no. evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
development: serious malformation or obesity; 

(b) there is no raaldevelopnicnt or impairment od-func- 
tiqn of the bones or ioints; 

Notes; (i) A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib 
delectable on physical examination is to be 
considered unfit. 

fii) A candidate with a rudimentary, cervical rib 
detected incidentally only on skiagram of the 
chest when this is done, and in whom there arc 
no signs or sVinptoms referable to the cervical 
rib. mav be con,sidcred fit and a note to thi.s 
effect is to be recorded by the medical officer in 
the medical board 'proceedjng.s. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech; 

(d) there is no malformalion of the head, deforniitv 
from fracture of depression of the bones of tlic 
skull; 

(e) there is no impaired hearin.g. discharge from or 
disease in either ear, unhealed perforation of Ihe 
tympanic membranes, or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative otitis media or evidence of radical oi 
modified radical mastoid operation; 

Note.- — A soundlv healed performation without anv impair- 
ment of Ihe niohilitv of the drum and without inip- 
pairment of hearing should not be a bar to acceptance 
of a candidate for the Army, 

ff) there is no disease of the bones or cartila.ges of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx 
rrid accessory sinuses; 

Note. — A small a svmptomatic traumatic perforation of 
the nasal septum will not be a cause for outright 
rejection and such eases would be referred to the 
Adviser in Otology. 

(g.i there are no enlarged glands due to tubercular or 
due to other dieea.se in the neck and other parts of 
the body and that the thyroid gland is normal; 

N.B. Scars of operations for the removal of tuberculous 
glands are not a cause for rejection provided that 
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there has been no active disease within the preced- 

ji ing live years and the cheat is clinically and radio- 
logically clear, 

(h) i'hcre is no disease of the throat, palate tonsils or 
gums or any disease or injury affecting the normal 
function of either mandibular joints; 

N.U. — Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsilitis, is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; and there is no abdominal tenderness or 
palpation; 

(l) Inguinal hernia (unoperated ) or tendency thereto 
will be a cause for rejection; 

N.B.^ — In the case of candidates who have been operated 
for hernia, they may be declared tit provided — 

(i) one year has lapsed since the operation, docu- 
mentary proof is to be furnished by the candi- 
date; 

(ii) general lone of the abdominal musculature is 
good; and 

(iii) there has been no recurrence of the hernia or 
complication connected with the operation. 

till) there is no hydrocele varicocele or any other disease 
or defect of the genital organs; 

N.13. — (i) A candidate who has been operated for a 
hydrocele will be accepted if there are no 
abnormalities of the cord and testicle and there 
is no evidence of fllariasis;

(q) there is no congenital active or latent venereal 
discasci 

(r) there is no history or evidence of mental disease 
of the candidate or his family. Candidates suffer- 
ing from epilepsy, incontinence of urine or enuresis 
will not be accepted; 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition yf the eye 
or of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggrava- 
tion or recurrence; and 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications 
and sequelae. 

N.B.— Remedial operations are to be performed prior 
to entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate accep- 
tance and it should be clearly understood by the 
candidates that the decision whether an operation 
is desirable or necessary is one to be made by 
their private medical adviser. The Government 
will accept no liability regarding the result of 
operation or any expense incurred. 

3, Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements. 


(a) Height.— ti) The height of candidate will be 
measured by making him sliind against the standard with his 
feel together. The weight shouldl be thrown on the heels and 
not on the loes or other sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar, and the height will be recorded in centimetres; decimal 
fraction lower than 0,.5 centimetre will be ignored, 0,5 cenli- 
niclre will be recorded as such, 0.6 centimetre and above 
will be recorded as one.

(ii) It is not possible lo lay down precise standards for 
weight ill relation to height and age. The correlation fable 
is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be applied universally. 
A 10 per cent (zb 6 kg. for the Navy) departure from the 
average weight given in the table is lo be considered as with- 
in normal limits, ITiere may nevertheless be some indivi- 
duals who according to the above standard may be over- 
weight but from the general build of the body are At in 
every respect.

The selected candidates for the three Services vix., Army 
Navy and Air Force arc given preliminary training, both) 
academic and physical, for a period of 3 years at the National 
JJefence Academy, which is an Inler-Servicc Institution. T'hc 
training during the first two and a half years is corhmon to 
the cadets of three wings. The academic training imparted 
will be up to degree level in Science or Humanities us the 
case may be. 


2. On passing out from the National Defence Academy, 
Army Cadets go to tlic Indian Military Academy, Dehradun 
Naval Cadets to the Cadet's Training Ship and Air Force 
cadets to Air Force Academy. Hyderabad. 

3. At the l.M.A. Army Cadets are known as Gentlemen 
Cadets and arc given strenuous military training for a period 
of one year aimed at turning ofllcers capable of leading 
infantry sub-nnits. On successful completion of training 
Gcnllemen Cadets arc granted Permanent Commission in the 
rank of 2nd/IT, subject to being medically lit In “SHAPE". 

4. The Naval cadets are selected for the Executive, Enci- 
ncering Electrical and Supply and Secretariat Branches of the 
Navy, on passing out from the National Defence Academy 
and are given sea training on the Cadets Training Ship for 
a period of six months, on successful completion of which, 
they arc promoted to the rank of Midshipman. After a fur- 
ther training of 12 months in the respective branches to 
which they are allocated they are promoted to the rank of 
acting Sub-Lieutenants. 


5. Air Force Cadets receive Basic and Tntermcdiate flying 
training for one year (six months at each stage). This is 
followed by further training of six months in Ihc advanced 
stage in one of the roles for which he is considered fit e,g. 
Fighter. Transport etc. After successful completion of 
training, they are commissioned as Pilot Officers and awarded 
flying badges. If a cadet shows inadequate aptitude for 
flying he may be considered for Flying Branch (Naviga- 
tion) Branch or for training in Administrative Branch or in 
the Logistics Branch where they arc given training for a 
period of one year to 18 months on successful completion 
of which they are commissioned ns Pilot Officers on proba- 
tion in the concerned Branches.
